Circle of Masks Kicks Off Parade the Circle Celebration 


CLEVELAND, OH (April 6, 2004) — Preparations for the 15" annual Parade the Circle Celebration will begin at 
the Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA) when it presents the Circle of Masks on Sunday, April 25, 2004. This free 
festival is offered from | to 4 p.m. and will culminate in an interactive audience dance performance. 

Those in attendance are invited to join the mask making festivities by creating masks with Parade artists 
Debbie Apple-Presser (Yoruba Crown masks) and Hector Castellanos (Pharoah’s Head/Kite masks). The artists 
will offer assistance in creating the masks during the mask making workshops in the lower-level classrooms from 
1 to 3:15 p.m. 

Visitors are also invited to view El Dia, a series of free dance performances in the Indoor Garden Court 
from 1:30 to 4 p.m. The performances by Inlet Dance Theater, a professional modern dance company based in 
Cleveland are choreographed by Bill Wade. El Atardecer (the dusk or sunset) will be performed at 1:30 and 2:30 
p.m. and El Amanecer (the daybreak) at 2 and 3 p.m. Circle of Masks will come to a close with La Fiesta at 3:30 
p.m. For the interactive finale Inlet Dancers will invite audience members to put on their festival masks and join 


the performance. 


15 Annual Parade the Circle Celebration Coming Soon 
An art parade coupled with activities, entertainment, more than 50,000 spectators and 2,000 participants, this year’s 
Parade the Circle Celebration is sure to engage and delight those in attendance. Slated for Saturday, June 12, 
2004, from 11 a.m. to 4 p.m., the daylong community arts event will feature a colorful arts parade at noon, family 
activities provided by more than two dozen University Circle Organizations, food and performing artists. Located 
in Cleveland’s cultural hub — University Circle — this free event is presented by the Cleveland Museum of Art 
(CMA) and University Circle Incorporated (UCI). 

Circle of Masks marks the beginning of the Parade season and is the first opportunity to see and purchase 
this year’s Parade posters and T-shirts designed by the parade’s Artistic Director Robin VanLear. 

The Parade is produced 
by the Cleveland Museum of Art and Circle Village is coordinated by University Circle Incorporated.
